1 . The amendment filed in paper No. 7 (dated 7/8/2003) has been fully considered 
and made of record. 

2. The title of the invention should be revised to read on the structure invention to 
which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: "Apparatus or Housing for Telecommunications 
Equipment 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sherry 
(US 5,557,617) in view of Williams Vigliaturo (US 6,307,998), hereinafter '998. 

Sherry discloses an apparatus for facilitating the servicing of a 
telecommunications device having a chassis (10, Fig. 1), electronic modules (16, 18, 20 
Fig. 1), a back plane (52, Fig. 2), and pin connectors (54, Figs 2, 9) for connecting the 
electronic modules to the back plane (52) comprising: at least a catch basin module 16 
insertable into a slot in the communication device (10, Fig. 1) in which at least one of 
the electronic modules (16, Fig. 1) would normally be disposed. Sherry does not teach 
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the catch basin having a window, said window being configured to receive the pin 
connectors as claimed in the instant claims. The '998 teaches the structure element as 
described above which is a catch basin module 20 including a window 29 being 
configured for receiving connectors including pin connector (see Figs. 1, 1A-1C, and the 
discussion at col. 2, lines 48-67, col. 6, lines 1-2). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the invention was made to modify 
the structure invention of Sherry by employ the '998's teaching of a catch basin module 
having a window configured for receiving pin connectors as the discussion above in 
order to obtain a apparatus having the exact shape and configuration facilitation 
operation process would result. Noted that the '998 does not limit to the optical 
connector, many other type of connectors such as pin connector can be used as 
desired (see the' 998, at col. 6, lines 1-2). 



5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
